Mississippi 


Caused by the Burning of a Passenger 
Steamer. 


Sixty Persons Perish in the Flames or 
by Drowning. 


‘The Story of the Disaster as Related by the Sar- 
vivors—Deeds of Heroism and Marvelous 


Excapes—Scenes and Incidents of 
the Awful Affair. 


By Telegraph to The Timea. 

Memrpnis (Tenn.), Dee. 14.—[By the 
Western Associated Press.] The elegant 
steamer J. M. White, running between 
Vicksburg and New Orleans, was burned to 
the water’s edge about 10 o’clock last night, 
at Blue Stone, Point Coupee, 30 miles above 
Baton Rouge. She had quite a number of 
passengers aboard, 220 bales of cotton and 
68,000 sacks of seed. Fifty or sixty lives are 
reported lost. Among the passengers re- 
ported lost is the superintendent of the 
Vandelia Railroad at Natchez, who, together 
with his wife and children perished in the 
disaster. The books of the boat were de 
stroyed. The boot and cargo are a total 
loss. The J. M. White was built in 1878, at 
a cost of $225,000, and was regarded by 
many as the finest and fastest boat ever run 
on the Mississippi River. The boat was 
owned by Capt. John W. Tobin. She was 
valued at $100,000 and the cargo at $90 
The insurance on the boat is $29,000.

LATER ACCOUNTS. 


The Reported Loss of Life Confirmed 
—Appalling Scenes. 

New ORLEANS, Dec. 14.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.| When the White 
took fire she was lying at the Point Coupee 
shore, taking on cotton. Thomas Barry, 
second engineer of the White, was on duty 
when the fire broke out in the cotton amid- 
shiys. For some time he thought the fire 
under control, but it finally gained such 
headway that nothing could be done with 
it. Barry states that the fire then spread so 
rapidly that the boat was ; |

ina short time. He thinks there were ten | 
or twelve lives lost, including a colored fire-_ 
man and two colored chambermaids. Barry 

also reports the loss of Capt. Bird, superin- 

tendent of the Vandalia Railroad, with his 

wife and daughter. Barry knows nothing 

as to the number of passengers that were 

aboard, but thinks that there were not very 

many. He believes there were sone women 

and children on the deck. Evidence accumu- 

lates that there were many lives lost. Some 

people place the number at fifty. 

THE CHIEF ENGINEER'S STATEMENT. 

Sr. Louis, Dec. 14.—A special from New 
Orleans alluding to the burning of the 
steamer White says: All the rescued people 
took the ‘Mississippi Valley Railroad train 
for this city, arriving this noon. William 
McGreedy, chief engineer of the boat gives 
the following statement of the disaster. At 
about 10 o'clock last night, while landing at 
Dr. Ferrette’s place above the postoffige land- 
ing at Pointe Coupee, at which place the 
boat was loading cotton seed, fire brdke out 
amidships, just aft the engines. Barry and 
Janney, who were on watch, gave the alarm 
and the pumps were put to work, but with- 
out avail. The watchman gave the alarm 
by ringing the bell. Mates Callahan and Bell 
atonce aroused the people in the cabin. 
The fire spread rapidly, and: in less than fif- 
teen minutes the boat had burned to the 
water's edge. There were four kegs of 

ywder in the magazine, and the moment 
he fire reached them the flames shot up 
about a hundred feet high. The sight was 
the most heartrending one ever witnessed 
bya human being. The shrieking of women 
and children for help was awful. 

AN APPALLING PICTURE. 

- He saw the superintendent of the Vanda- 
lia Railroad standing outside the ladies’ cabin 
throwing his two little daughters into the 
water.® He stood there and burned to death 
with his wife. There were in the cabin nine 
lady passengers and about eizht men. At 
New Texas twenty deck-hands were taken 
on board. All are supposed to be lost. Itis 
learned that Andrew Pierce, a sailor, and 
Antonio. Rebatta, a fireman, are the ones to 
whom al! credit for saving the survivors is 
due. 

The fire burned so quickly that it was im- 

ossible to see who was saved and who was 
ost. The deck was crowded with roust- 
abouts and deek-passengers. While the 
passengers and crew were escaping from 
the boat the steam-pipe blew up and was 
hurled 300 vards in the air. The foree of 
the explosion caused over twenty bales. of 
burning cotton to be hurled high in the air, 
where they revolved several times and then 
fell into the river. lmmediately after the 
explosion shneks were heard coming from 
the stern of the vessel. For an instant two 
colored women were seen standing on the 
galley just back of the wheelhouse and the 
next instant they were hidden from 
view by smoke and flames. ‘Those who 
escaped were taken away from the 
scene by the steamboat’ Stella Wild, 
which plies between Bayou Sara and 
Natchez. As the Wild was backing out 
three kegs of gunpowder that were in the 
hold exploded, and the cotton and burning 
timbers were hurled in all directions. This 
virtually put the fire out, and the once 
palatial steamer was now a_ blackened 
wreck. 

STILI. ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

The States has the following additional 
particulars of the loss of the J. M. White, 
gathered from the officers and crew: “The 
erackling of the flames and shrieks of the 
passengers and erew caused most intense 
excitement. When the alarm was_ first 
sounded Alex. MeVay, the head cook, was 
sitting at the stove in his cabin. The first 
peal of the bell eaused him to mish outside, 
and. seeing the flames leap high in the 
air, he ran back to the cabin and endeavored 
to get the books and money. The 
fire gained rapidly and he was com- 
vlied to leave the office, but not 
“fore he had secured a sum of money from 
the safe. Mr. McVay then turned his atten- 
tion to saving the cabin passengers, of 
whom there were about fifteen to eighteen, 
including cight ladies. He first awoke the 
second clerk, John Callahan, who ran out of 
his room in his undershirt and trousers. 
Callahan and McVay went to each room

and awoke the inmates. ‘The terrified 


the sight was horrifying and could not be 
told. He positively declared that there must 
have been 60 pererns lost, because out of 65 
in the cabin, he could only see himself and 
four others. 


DEEDS OF HUEROISM. 

Capt. Henry G. Brown, who was a pas- 
senger on the White, estimates. the loss of 
life at thirty-six. Mr. Brown says: 
“Wash Lloyd, formerly clerk on the Will 
S. Hayes, ran through the cabin calling up 
the passengers, and nobly lost his life try- 
ing to save others. Capt. Muse, commander 
of the White, had been ill all day and was 
in bed when the hre broke out. The chief 
mate was in charge of the steamer. 
had about ten feet start of the fire, 
and although I ran rapidly forward when I 
reached the bank the fire was within twen- 
ty-five feet of me. I had on my under 
clothing. Did not see a soul in the cabin 
asI ran through. The cabin was in full 
blaze at the time and the flames were rapid- 
ly eating their way to the hurricane deck. 

Pilots Stout and Smith say that from the 
number of persons they saw around them 
in the river fully forty must have perished.”’ 

SOME OF THE VICTIMS. 


The following is the list, as far as ascer-. 


tained, of white persons missing: S. H. 
Spofford, wife and daughter, of Vidalia; 
Capt. G. W. Floyd, a well-known steam- 
boat man; Mrs. Murray, of Natchez: Miss 
Agnes McCabb, of West Feliciana and two 
other lady passengers, names unknown. 
Three men and one woman were walking 
on the hurricane deck when it fell in, and 
all disappeared in the flames. 

The fo gies! is alist of colored persons 
lost: Levi Robinson, captain of the watch; 
two unknown negro women; Dick Ran- 
a fireman; Oscar 4 
cook; Lewis Martin, second cook; Albert 
Brown, cabin boy; John Parker, cabin boy; 
Piney Walker, chambermaid; Martha Wash- 
ington, chambermaid; Duncan Fouth, cook ; 
two negro preachers, names unknown; a 
negro woman from Port Hickey, and a mel 
son aged 16; Volsin Bell, a laborer, and two 
negro womey lost, with an infant. 

Two white men, William Daly, of Nebras- 
ka, and Mr. Oberchain, of Kentucky, are 
also thought fo be lost. 

FLOYD'S SACRIFICE. 

Mrs. Wade, of West Feliciana, had an 
almost miraculous escape. She speaks in 
glowing terms of the heroic and gallant con- 
duct of Capt. Floyd, who sacrificed his life 
in trying to save the lady passengers. All 
the officers of the White were saved. Among 
those who escaped were J. E. Carew and 
wife, of Ottawa, Til.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.--[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.] The striking car- 
inen held a meeting at noon to-day, at which 
about 125 were present. A number of 
speeches were made. Several urged that no 
violence be resorted to; that those who 
had arms should lay them aside. A 
committee appointed to call upon Chief 
Crowley reported that they had ob 
tained his promise to send a_ detail 
of police to protect the procession of strikers 
which was to take place after the meeting 
adjourned. The committee also reported 
that complaints had been made for the arrest 
of James McCord, superintendent of the 
Sutter-street railroad. The meeting then 
adjourned, and the strikers marched to Sut- 
ter street, followed by a large crowd. The 
line of march was to the ferries, back to 
| Sutter street, and over the same ground coy- 
ered yesterday. 

THE CARS RUNNING. 

The cars on both the Sutter and Geary 
street roads were put on this morning. 
Strong sguads of police were stationed at 
both ends of the Sutter and Geary street 
roads, but no disturbance whatever took 
place during the day. The cars on both lines 
stopped running as soon as darkness set in. 

DEATH OF A VICTIM. 

Bernard Heinze, who was shot in the 
head during the melee at the end of the 
Sutter-street road yesterday, died at 11:15 
this morning. John Kelsey, who is be- 
lieved to have fired the fatal shot, was 
charged with murder after the death of 
Heinze. 

Application was made to Police Judge 
Lawler to«lay for the issuance of a warrant 
for the arrest of MeCord, Superintendent of 
the Sutter-street railroad, for murder, it 
being claimed that he ordered the firin 
yesterday.

IN FULL BLAST. 


The Northern Citrus Fair Opened at 
Sacramento. 

SACRAMENTO, Dee, 14.—[By the Western 
Associate? Press.| This evening the work 
of arranging the exhibits at the Citrus Fair 
was completed, amd when the electric lights 
were turned on the scene was beautiful in 
the extreme. During the day displays were 
received from five additional counties, mak- 
ing in alltwenty which are now represented 
There has been a good attendance through- 
out the day despite the somewhat unfinished 
condition of affairs, and this evening there 
was a large gathering. On every hand can 
be heard nothing but expressions of wonder 
at the extent and variety of the products of 
the soil shown. At 8 o'clock the formal ex- 
ercises of opening the fair took place, and 
the gathering was addressed by Hon. M. M. 
Estee. ‘The speaker began by saying that 
the fair was not got up forthe purpose of 
creating a boom for Central and Northern 
California; that no line had been marked 
out which separated one portion of the State 
from another. The fair was organized 
simply for the purpose of educating residents 
upon the capabilities of their own soil and 
climate, 


STANFORD'S OPINION. 


The Inter-State Commerce Bill Dis- 
astrous to California. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14.—[By the West- 
ern Associated Press.} In an interview, 
Senator Stanford stated that the Inter-State 
Commerce Bill would be reported to the 
Senate ina short time, and that it would 
pass bevond a doubt. This bill has been in 
the conference committee of both houses, 
and an agreement has been reached regard- 
ing it. Its main feature is that no more 
shall he charged for a short hau! than for 
along haul over this same read. “If the 
bill passes, as it undoubtedly will,” said 
Senator Stanford, “it will have a very disas- 
trous effect on Califorvia, and-on all points 
in the country where two rival roads enter 
the State. ‘The bill provides that no more 
shall be charged for a short haul than for a 
long haul over the same line. The rates of 
long hauls comprise principally local busi- 
ness. As short hauls constitute the bulk 
of the business done by railroads, rates 
for that service will be the basis _of 
computing rates on long hauls. The ele 
ment of competition will be remover on long 
hauls, for no road will venture to violate the 
law by making a less rate for a long than is 
charged for a short haul. The result will be 
that the roads will sacrifice the long hauls 
for the short ones, and rates on the former 
will go a higher than they have ever been 
before. That will be exceedingly disastrous 
to California.” 

“Our great staple of trade,”’ continued the 
Senator,“Tam satisfied will be fruit. and we 
must get itto the East so cheap that the 
great mass of the people there can buy it. 
Railroad rates inust be low, very low, to do 
this. There will be little or no profit in the 
trafiic. If the rates for short hauls were fixed 
on the basis charged forlong hauls no railroad 
could make money. The inevitable result 
of the bill, although its framers did not so 
intend it, will be to put up through rates 
very much higher than they are now. Tam 
satisfied that the framers of the bill and the 
people who are pushing it do not understand 
what effect it will have. But it will be 
passed. and then people will see the prae- 
tical effect of it.”

San Luis Optspo, Dec. 14.—The testi- 
mony of John Biddle, the proponent, was 
heard in the Biddle will ease to-day.

€ BM maintain and operate telegraph lines is the 
Rar. (1.) That the obligation to construct, 
‘ ; same as the obligation to construct, main- 
tain and operate a line of railroad.  (2.) 
That a railroad company cannot relieve 
itself of this obligation and cannot transfer 
a it t» any other company. (3.) That as 
ublic al can be granted only for pub- 
i¢ purposes, such telegraph lines, as 
well as railroad lines, must be operated for 
the equal benefit of all persons without dis- 
crimination in favor of or against any one. 
pte. (4.) In order that all may enjoy equal 
as: facilities, priveleges and use of such tele- 
raph lines, it is necessary that the same 
atilities and terms as to the reception and 
transmission of messages shall be extended 
to one telegraph line that are granted 
to another and that in this matter 
there should be no _ discrimination. 
Concluding that a subsidized railroad is 
under an obligation to maintain and{operate 
a telegraph for the benefit of alt, it 
follows that it is bound to accept 
telegraph matter at the terminus of 
its lines from all telegraph companies. 
(5.) The committee finds from the evidence 
ore it that railroads are not maintaining 
and operating by themselves and for 
the public telegraph lines as 
required by the several acts of Congress 
under which they were authorized to build 
their lines. It is held that contracts entered 
into between railroad companies and the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, by 
which the rights and privileges of railroad 
companies were transferred to the Western 
Union, are beyond the scope of law. These 
positions are sustained by many refer- 
enres to the granting acts and decis- 
ions of the United. States Supreme Court. 
«> The right of the Western Union or any 
other telegraph company to construct and 
operate lines of its own to the Pacific coast 
is not questioned, but it is held that the 
construction of such lines cannot relieve 
the railroad companies from their obliga- 
tions to maintain lines themselves as re- 

quired by the several acts. 
> By way of remedial legislation the sub- 
committee proposes a bill which extends to 
telegraph lines the provisions of the act of 
June b, 1874, relating to railroads, and 
makes it the duty of the JAttorney-General 
to institute ———t in the Federal 
courts to adjudicate all rights of parties 
alleged to hold contracts, or to have rights 
under any agreement entered into with the 
railroad companies, and to annul and set 
aside contracts unlawfully made, by which 
railroads have thought to relieve themselves 
of their just obligations to maintain and 
operate independent telegraph lines. The 
penalties prescribed by the act of June 20, 
1874, as to railroads, are made applicable to 
telegraph lines as well. The report was or- 
dered to be printed, and will be taken up for 
discussion by the full committee at an early

ANOTHER WAR CLOUD HANG- 
ING OVER EUROPE. 


The Great Powers Preparing for a 

Gigantic Struggle—The War Party 

in France Eager to Begin Hostili- 
ties with Germany.

New York, Dee. 14.—[By the Western 
Associated Press.| The Star's London 
cablegram says: ‘Military preparations are 
progressing rapidly.

SOMETHING NEW IN EULOGIES. 
[Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 
WASHINGTON (D. C.), May 27, 1886.— 

The eulogies on the late Senator John 
F. Miller in the Senate this afternoon 
were made more interesting than such 
efforts usually are, by the fact. that 
three of them were pronounced by 
the three great millionaires of the Sen- 
ate—Stanford and Hearst of Califor- 
nia, and Fair of Nevada. Mrs. Miller, 
the widow of the deceased, Lieutenant, 
and Mrs. Clover, the son-in-law and 
daughter of Senator Miller, Mrs. Hearst 
and Mrs. Stanford were among those 
in the gallery. Mrs. Miller was visibly 
moved by the tributes of Senators Stan- 
ford and Edmunds, who spoke of Sena- 
tor Miller as a personal friend. Sena- 
tor Stanford made a much better 
speech than the two other mil- 
lionaires. Senators Fair and Hearst 
were so nervous that they could 
scarcely finish reading the typewriter 
copies of their speeches. Senator Fair’s 
was conventional. Senator Ieéarst’s 
was so unconventional that it is here 
given in full. He said: “Mr. Pres- 
ident—The Senators who preceded me 
have spoken of Senator Miller as a sol- 
dier and a statesman. It now becomes 
my privilege to speak of him as a citi- 
zen, in which capacity also he served 
his country. He and his associates were 
the recipients of one of the most im- 
portant franchises in the gift of the 
government. Out of this grew an en- 
terprise which has been carried on to the 
best interest of all parties therein con- 
cerned, in proof of which the books 
have ever been open for the investiga- 
tion of any authorized agent; in fact, 
to my knowledge such investigation 
has always been invited. The manage- 
ment not only protected the govern- 
ment, but a system was created which 
enabled the helpless and ignorant In- 
dians engaged in the work to save such 
a proportion of their earning that there 
is to-day to their credit in the banks of 
San Francisco $100,000, which amount 
might have gone into the coffers of the 
company for the simple consideration 
of five barrels of bad whisky. This 
instance alone is sufficient to show the 
purity and of the man’s life. 
Such an example should be written on

CONSPICUOUS FOR HIS UNFITNESSs.

The idea has gone abroad that the 
position of the United States Senator 
from California can be had for money. 
This is a-very serious matter for Cali- 
fornia, and any member of the Legisla- 
ture who acts in the way to give force 
to the charge will be held responsible 
by his constituents. The masses 
of the people = nothing by the sale 
of offices. the contrary, they 
are losers by an arrangement 
which intrusts their interests to 
incompetent hands. Several of our 
Eastern exchanges have commented 
upon the election of Mr. Hearst as the 
natural result of the .money he ex- 
pended during the campaign. Ile is 
unfortunately a man whose election to 
the Senate can be attributed to no 
other ageney. If elected to thzt body 
the Eastern public will be justified in 
the conclusion that a rich man, without 
other qualifications, can make himself 
Senator from California. The Demo- 
cratic members of the Legislature are 
under a great responsibility. It is in 
their power to confirm the impression 
that the highest office in the gift of the 
State may be bought, or to give it an 
authentic contradiction. Without doubt 
some of these members are indebted to 
Mr. Hearst for the money which en- 
abled them to make a money fight for 
their seats. They are possibly pledged 
to give their vote as a consideration for 
the money thus advanced. It is the 
men of this kind which lead a party to 
ultimate defeat. The mass of voters 
who see places of trust sold as mer- 
chandise is sold, will withhold their 
suffrages from a party which gives its 
sanction to such transactions. It may 
be said that money is used by the Re- 
publicans as wellas by Democrats. The 
Republicans doubtless have used money 
to promote the aspirations of their fa- 
vorite leaders, but they have had the 
select men whose election

A BRAVE BOY. 


ACCOUNT OF THE DRUMMER OF 
THE RAPPAHANNOCK. 


A Feature of the National Kncamp- 
ment of {1885, and Now a Visitor 
to the Pacific Coast—He Won 
Name and Fame. 


{Clara Spalding Brown in Fraternal Record.] 

It was my good fortune to be in 
Portland, Me., at the time of the Nine- 
teenth National Encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Lots pete which 
took place in that beautiful city by the 
sea last June. 

Never have I seen so grand asight as 
the brave army of 25,000 men which, 
on the opening day of the encampment, 
saaadind throug’ the streets in all the 
pomp of handsome uniforms, glittering 
accouterments and waving banners, 
some fresh and bright, of elegant 
texture and y trimmings, others 
tattered and even as they 
were brought sorrowfully forth from 
some disastrous battle, or triumphantly 
borne through the fierce strife to a 
hard-won victory. A glance at those 
time-worn shreds thrilled the heart 
with a sense of the patriotism and 
bravery manifested by our young 
soldier boys and their comrades of 
maturer years, and most devoutly we 
gave thanks that the dread war-cloud 
no longer shed its gloom over our land. 

Did you ever think how much nerve 
it must require to stand boldly in the 
face of an enemy's fire, or charge un- 
flinchingly upon a powerful battery 
that is raking down, to the right and 
left, before, behind your {companions 
in the fight ? To dream about it, and, 
through a love of excitement, to desire 
to engage in it, is one thing, todo it, 
another. 

And so we cannot feel too proud of 
our battle-scarred war veterans. They 
have rendered to this broad and incom- 
parable country a service beyond the 
power of man to estimate. 

It is pleasant to note that there is an 
increasing interest in the annual re- 
unions of the Grand Army, when tents 
are pitched and camp-fires built as of 
old, and around the cheerful blaze long- 
separated comrades meet again and re- 
hearse the scenes of the past, undis- 
turbed by thoughts of battle on the 
morrow. The encampment at Portland 
was the largest ever held since the war, 
and the present reunion in San Fran- 
cisco bids fair to be a memorable one. 

Returning to the parade, you will 
realize its interest when I tell you that 
it occupied three hours in passing a 

iven point, and was attended by 40 
nds of music and as many drum and 
fife corps of the Revolutionary period. 
The air was filled with martial strains, 
and file after file of erect, blue-coated, 
precisely-stepping veterans passed un- 
der the arches and banners of red, 
white and blue that adorned the Port- 
land streets in profusion. 

All won universal admiration, but 
some members of the pageant attracted 
unusual attention. Among the latter 
was a trim-built, rather small-sized 
man, who scarcely seemed old enough 
to have taken a part in the great Re- 
bellion. He was among the drummers, 
and with a right good will he stirred 
his hearers into patriotic fervor. This 
was Maj. Robert Henry Hendershot, 
the drummer-boy of the Rappahan- 
nock, widely known under the above 
title, and the subject of this sketch. 
He has a history that any man might 
be proud of, which has elicited the 
warmest approval from the most 
famous personages in the country, and 
is recorded in ‘the annals of the Re- 
bellion as a matter of history. 

He was only 12 years of age when he 
enlisted as a drummer in the Ninth 
Michigan Infantry, August 12, 1861. 
From the outset he showed great brav- 
ery and faithfulness to all his duties, 
and was taken prisoner at Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn., July 13, 1862, paroled and 
discharged. 

’ He at once reénlisted in the Eighth 
Michigan Infantry, and soon after- 
ward distinguished himself for life by 
his patriotic conduct at the battle of 


“Fredericksburg, Va., being at the time 


searcely 13 years old. 

Gen. Burnside’s army was in the 
mud, and it became necessary to lay 
ponton bridges over the Rappahan- 
nock River; but, as the enemy occupied 
the opposite shore, it was extremely 
hazardous to attempt the feat under a 
merciless fire. The General called for 
volunteers, and who do you think was 
the first to step out from the ranks, 
with no sign of fear? This youn 
drummer-boy, little more than a child 
who, with might and main, urged on 
his comrades to their duty by his beat- 
ing of the drum. 

Soon a sufficient force was organized 
and a boat placed in readiness. but the 
captain, seeing the extreme -outh of 
the druminer, had not the heart to per- 
mit him to face such vreat danger. and 
ordered lim peremptorily. out of the 
boat and back tocamp. Finding en- 
treaties of no avail, Hendershot left his 
drum om the seat. and obeved sufli- 
ciently to siip over the stern of the 
boat, shove it off and hang to it all the 
Way across the river. 

Not long after a landing’ was inade 
on the other shore a bursting bomb 
shattered his drum. Nothing daunted, 
he picked up a musket near by—it be- 
longed to a fallen comrade—and_ set 
forth in search of an opportunity to 
prove his ability, small as he was, to 
serve in the capacity of a fighter. He 
entered a house near by, and finding it 
empty. set tire to it. Out in the back 
vard he discovered a rebel soldier peep- 
ing through a crack in a board fence, 
watching fora chance to shoot. 

The drummer boy unexpectedly 
yroved a mateh for the for he 
eveled the musket at him so squarely 


that te soldier saw there was no 
escape and surrendered  uncondi- 
tionally. ‘There was some sensation at 


the landing when this vouthful captor 
marched his prisoner to the commander 


at tuat point. and two soldiers were.

story of tae boy's daring was told, and

to Robert Henry Hendershot, of the Eighth 
Michigan Infantry, for his gallantry at 
the attack on Fredericksburg on the 11th of 
December, 1862.” 

The sticks that he now uses are gold- 
mounted and bear the following in- 
scription: ‘Presented to R. H. Hender- 
shot by the Republicansof Kinmunday, 
Salem and Altamont, Ll., for his serv- 
ices rendered in the Gartield and Ar- 
thur campaign of 1880.” 

He was sent home to recover from 
his wounds after the memorable battle, 
but as soon as possible again entered 
the field, and was wounded a third 
time before the close of the war. His 
residence is now at Chamberlain, Brule 
county, Dakota, but he is away from 
home much of the time, answering the 
call of ‘Grand Army posts to give exhi- 
tions of his skill upon the drum. 

Everywhere his wonderful playing 
excites unbounded enthusiasm, and he 
has been the means of adding very ma- 
terially to the pecuniary prosperity of 
the Grand Army. 

He gave two entertainments at Port- 
land in June, to the second of which I 
was fortunate enough admit- 
tance. The first was chiefly designed 
for the Sunday-school children in the 
city, and more than 2000 of them filled 
the spacious City Hall, until even 
standing room was taken. It is esti- 
mated that 1800 people were turned 
away, and their disappointment was so 
great that the performance was re- 
peated on the following night. 

The boys and girls, and ‘‘the chil- 
dren of larger growth,’ as well, were 
delighted. I cannot describe his play- 
ing, but I wish you might all some time 
hear it. I never realized before how 
much could be done with a drum. 

At first he played ‘“U. S. Grant’s 
March,” and then “Phil Sheridan’s 
Favorite.”"’ He represented a locomo- 
tive drawing a train from Bar Harbor 
to Portland—there was the starting, 
the steady, swift pes the slowing 
up, and letting off steam, and crossing 
of bridges, until you could almost see 
the advancing engine, as well as 
hear it. | 

Then he plunged into a desperate 
conflict—the dullest among us could 
not mistake the sounds. We recog- 
nized the long, heavy roll of the count- 
less musketry, the crash of shot and 
shell from the batteries, the swift 
progress of the battle to its culmin- 
ating point, and the gradual cessation 
of hostilities—even the sharpshooters 
were heard picking off the men from 
their retreats. 

I heard a lady behind me say, *‘ Well, 
both he and his drum must be very 


strongly put together, or they would 
burst.’ He used the identical silver 


drum presented him by Greeley. 

During the performance he sang 
some verses devoted to ‘‘The Army 
Bean,” familiar to all soldiers,and oc- 
casioned shouts of laughter, the veter- 
ans joining heartily in the chorus. 
Brimming over with merriment and 
full of vim, he captured the good wishes 
of his audience. 

He remained some months in the 
New England States, seeking a better 
state of health, and was requested by 
many towns to give an exhibition of 
his powers. |

Bosqui stated that he would charge 
nothing; that Bosqui, Bell, Spears and Wil- 
lis were there the whole four nights and no 
other men. George W. Spear, -tender 
swore that he was there, and on the third 
night Bosqui stated he would charge 
nothing; that Bosqui, Bell, Spear, Willis 
and a man from Pasadena were there. Wil- 
lisand Brown also swore that ul said 
he would charge nothing. Minnie Brown 
swore that Bosqui was sent by the Chief, 
Bosqui and the Chief both testifying that he 
was net sent at all, the Chief stating that it 
was not a part of hisduty and that he would 
not order him to go.

Then Don José Gomez 
de la Cortina published a work entitled 
**La Calle de Don Juan Manuel,” from 
which the following brief statement is 
condensed: 

“Don Juan Manuel de Solorzano was 
a renowned Spanish gentleman, a 
native of Burgos, who came to Amer- 
ica in the suite of the Viceroy, Don 
Diego Fernandez de Cordoba, Marquis 
of Guadaleazar. Don Juan Manuel was 
on most friendly terms with the Viceroy 
of his day, and he was sent on 
divers missions to Spain. About 1636 
he married Dona Mariana Laguna, 
only child and heiress of a rich miner 
of Zacatecas. After receipt in Mexico 
of the uprising in Catalona, the vice- 
roy became the victim of the 
Audiencia, which body long had sought 
to depose him, and Don Juan 
Manuel was involved in the dis- 
aster and reduced to prison by order 
of the alealde, Don Francisco Velez de 
Pereira. Don Juan Manuel took his 
reverse calmly, and was_ patiently 
awaiting in prison achange of fortune, 
when heewas advised that the alcalde 
visited his wife oftener than was re- 
quired .by mere politeness. Through 
the influence of a rich and powertul 
friend, a fellow-prisoner, Don Juan 
Manuel was afforded facilties for leay- 
ing the prison seeretly at night, to 
investigate the truth of these re- 
ports and the behavior of his wife. 
Several nights Don Juan Manuel 
availed himself of this privilege, and 
on one of them he killed the alcalde. 


The <Audiencia dared not declare 
the murder of their chief, owing 
to the cause which led to _ it, 
as it appears that the alcalde 


made the wife’s frailty the price of 
liberty for Don Juan Manuel. Thus 


the viceroy redoubled his efforts to save | 


Don Juan Manuel, and they were con- 
fident of suecess, when suddenly, one 


morning in October, 1641, his body was- 


discovered hanging in the public gal- 
lows—testimony tothe dark and mys- 


terious policy of the times. The 
street where Don Juan Manuel 
lived, where he bad beilt 


nearly all the houses, and where heslew 
the alcalde, was then known as Caile 
Nueva or New street. Now it bears 
his name.”
